Because of the sroving interest in farm labor problems, ren- 
a s work and dramatically demonstrated at 
e conclusion of the Delano-Sacranento march, the regional staff 
ve decided to serd a group of five people on a two week farm 
labor tour of California. The tour will attempt to do several 
types of research on farm labor but should also be vieved as a 
beginning of on-going research, extending possibly into the sun- 
mer rand fall. 
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The first concern of the tour will be to gather and distri- 
bute to all interested parties information including papers, a 
slide series, a film anda four hour tape of edited interviews. 
More specifically, we'll be studying the history of farm labor 
organizing during the thirties and fifties and attempting to de- 
termine the effectiveness of various kinds of organizing--why and 
in what ways they were effective or ineffective, the kinds of or- 
ganizing students can do, the areas of the state students should 
avoid because of croup attitudes there, and the groups which are 
going to be using students this summer for various projects. 


The second concern of the tour will ve to develop a better 
understanding of current farm labor organizing attempts and to 
suggest what stances the new left should take with regard to each 
of these. A series of questions will be asked regarding the pol- 
itics, present and future, of the organizing attempts. 


The third concern of the tour will be to develop a fund rai- 
sing drive from the tanes, slides and papers. With this fund 
raising we hope to draw more people into the movenent by giving 
them a better understanding of the farm labor problens, 


We will be traveling in the Delano area, the Imperial Val- 
ley, the San Diego and Los Angeles areas, and the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys. ‘ie will be visiting SDS chapters, SICC peo- 
ple and chapters, NFA people, old labor organizers, farm labor 
groups, etc. Organizations and groups that are interested in the 
tour and the end products of the tour should contact the, Regional 
Office in San Francisco. Also, those groups interested in hel- 
ping financially should contact the Regional Office. 


Since we will be visiting a number of Groups in California 
and since we will be financing the tour ag we go it sure would be 
nice if groups had Grape-nik parties during the next two weeks to 
help finance the tour.

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Upon reading the section on AYIOC in the rece 
report published by SDS, I kept getting the c 2 
it was ghost-written for SDS by os Ei 3 une f Canners 
and Growers. At a time when Fis 
to maintain and strengthen » SDS chhoses 
to publish a rather vicious ed attack on AMIOC. I find 
it difficult to understand why SDS would want to attack AWOC 
while the strike ig gtill being jointly conducted, and I find it 
even more difficult to comprehend the amazing lack of knowledge 
concerning AYIOC which the author displayed, 


This is not to say that AWOC's record hag been particularly 
notable. Both their strategy and tactics are Open to justifiable 
criticism, and I will comment on them shortly. But the implica 
tions of the article and specifically the sentence which reads, 
"AVIOC hag developed a pattern of hot-shot organizing--hitting a 
town, collecting a year's dues, calling a strike, then pulling 
out leaving workers behind in jail," do a great injustice to. the 
organization. Another particularly interesting section reads, 
"Almost all boycott action outside the Valley hag been conducted 
by FWA, not A‘0C, Some speculate that that's because the AFICIO 
seeg AVIOC ag a holding organization, there to preserve corporate 
unionism's claim of concern for farm workerg until such time ag 
the Labor Relations Acts can be extended to agricultural workers 
and unionizing made eagy. Green, in cooperation with the Team- 
sters has begun an organizing campaign among orange pickers just 
north of the Delano Grape area, probably an effort to preempt the 
turn from FIA, which had begun some tentative efforts in that 
areas 


Did it ever occur to the author that FWA, because of their 
excellent relations with SDS, SNCC, etc., as well as their par- 
ticular appeal to students, and liberal Sroups in general, might 
be more efficient than A'IOC in coordinating boycott activity? Or 
perhaps that A0C feels that it ig important for them to con- 
centrate their efforts in Delano, the locale of the strike? 
Isn't it also possible that AOC is organizing the Orange pickers 
simply because they are sincerely interested in doing just that-- 
organizing the orange pickers? 


The author takes one sentence to deal with the 1960-1961 
Imperial Valley lettuce strike. It would take ten pages to even 
begin to describe the tragedy of that strike, AV0C wag not even 
involved in that strike at the beginning, since they were sup- 
posed to be concentrating in the Stockton area. AOC joined with 
the Packinghouse ‘lorkerg and the jurisdictional dispute was with 
the Meat Cutters. It would be more accurate to say that the 
strike collapsed not because ANYOC pulled out, but becauge organ- 
ized labor (as usual) simply did not give to the Packinghouge 
Yorkers the Support they needed.

Now let us take another look at the A'I0C approach to the or- 
ganization of farm workers. The author seems to imply that AoC 
is little better than a racket set up to milk farm workers for 
dues. (He didn't state A0G's purpose in leaving workers ‘tr 
e57.,") 


ty own impression of AV0C is that it igs simply an inept at- 
tempt to anply the principles which have been successful in other 
sectors of the economy to the organization £ farm workers. In 
certain areas, notably soft fruits, they have had some "succesali 
because growers simply cannot afford the economic losses that 
ever: a brief strike will cause. Sometimes all that is needed is 
a brief show of strength directed at one grower, and all the gro- 
wers in an area will meet union wage demands. But this top-down 
organizational approach, even when successful, leads only to im- 
proved wages, and does little in the way of building a lasting 
institution. Thus, though the workers often gain higher wages 
they develop little loyalty to AOC. The workers move on to an- 
other crop and there is no longer any function for AOC to serve 
in the area. Both their traditional trade union bread-and-butter 
approach and their shortage of funds effectively preclude A0C's 
building a permanent, ‘lasting organization in these areas. Cha- 
vez, on the other hand, wisely concentrated his initial efforts 

to a relatively stable and permanent work force. 


During the course of an AOC strike, people do often end up 
in jail. Especially when the strike is lost. Usually the jailed 
include A‘’OC organizers. After a crop has been picked and the 
work moves to another area, people may still be in jail (inclu- 
ding AYJOC organizers). They are always defended by A‘l0C lawyers, 
however. 


AYIOC does collect dues (often high ones). Perhaps if their 
original budget of ‘3250,000 per year had not been cut to 60,000 
this wouldn't be necessary. Rather than being the result of a 
plot against farm workers, though, the fact that AvT0Cc leaves an 


area following a strike after having collected some dues, and 


with people possibly in jail, is a function primarily of the sea- 
sonal nature of the work and the apparent inability of the AOC 
leadership to grasp the fact that the traditional trade union ap- 
proach cannot simply be transferred from the factory to the 
field. 


I do not know when this report vag written, but the UA" has 
long since come through with their promised financial assistance, 
It also should be pointed out that the recent hearings by the 
Senate Sub-Committee on Migrant Labor which were conducted in 
California were largely the .results of efforts by “lalter Reu- 
ther.

During the past several weeks, some of us have been kicking 
around the idea that there is a need, on the left, for a non-stu- 
dent organization, associated with SDS, and committed to the no- 
tion that people--not institutions--should control the decisions 
unat shape their lives. 


We suspect that there may well be a fairly sizable body of 
people--at least in the Bay Area--who share this commitment, but 
who experience some difficulty in visualizing themselves as part- 
icipants ina student movement. I confess that the day when I 
could thinx of myself as a student--and this was a rather pro- 
tracted day in my own life--is long past. 


The accomplishments of the student movement, in recent 
years, have been impressive, The students have played a dispro- 
portionate role in civil rights, in the organization of the poor 
and in the Vietnam protests. But they have played this leading 
role, in part; by default--a default caused by the absence of a 
substantial popular movement concerned with these issues. 


The students both need and deserve such an allied popular 
movement . They deserve it because of what they have already 
done. They need it because no fundamental change in the fabric 
of peoples' lives will be accomplished by a student movement a- 
lone. 


There has been a lot of concern about the new left in Amer- 
ica. Everyone from Sargent Shriver in Partisan Review to Eugene 
Genovese in the National Guardian has pontificated about it. (I 
think Genovese makes more sense than Shriver.) Everyone who 
writes about the new left seems to see it as a generational 
thing--the young people as opposed to their elders who are either 
more mature and experienced or sell-outs depending on the point 
of view of the pundit. 


I am rather inclined to think that the difference between 
che new and older leftists lies in a distinction between an ex- 
istential and a structural radicalism. The new left seems to see 
che political problem in terms of the existential condition of 
man-that is the fibre of life as experienced by people; while the 
old left seems to have seen this same political problem in terms 
of the power relations between groups. 


I think the new left is on the right track. This is the 
srack that I would like to see Citizens for Democratic Society 
take.
